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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 17 April 
2006 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 21-36 are allowed. 

Claim 21 is limited to "an amplifier driver for driving a load." Navabi discloses a 
controlled impedance amplifier. See Abstract. Figure 2 illustrates one embodiment of 
the amplifier comprising 310. Figure 2A illustrates that amplifier 310 comprises both an 
"operational amplifier" consisting of elements 325 and 330 and an "inverting level 
shifter" consisting of those FET devices feeding output nodes 315 and 320. Figure 2 
further illustrates "complementary first and second output transistor mirror circuits" 347 
and 357 as well as "first and second current mirror circuits" 345 and 355. The output 
circuits form an "output node" at the intersection of lines 344 and 354 while the mirror 
circuits form a "current mirror node" at the intersection of lines 343 and 353. In 
providing feedback, the amplifier as claimed includes a feedback operational amplifier 
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with a first input connected to said output node in the same manner as illustrated in 
figure 2 of Navabi. However, the feedback operational amplifier 370 of Navabi does not 
have a second input connected to said current mirror node, but rather an ancillary 
feeding node at line 341 . Thus, claim 21 is allowable over the cited prior art. 

Claims 22-27 are limited in part to "the amplifier driver according to claim 21 ," 
and thus, are allowable over the cited prior art. 

Claim 28 is limited to "an amplifier driver for driving a load" that includes at least 
those elements discussed above regarding claim 21, and thus, is allowable over the 
cited prior art for the same reasons. 

Claims 29-36 are limited in part to "the amplifier driver according to claim 28," 
and thus, are allowable over the cited prior art.
